Canadian Troops Over 


Leopold Canal 


T'ROOES of the Canadian Ist 
Army yesterday crossed the 
Leopold Canal, five miles north- 
east of Bruges and about two miles 
fom the Dutch frontier, states 
Reuter. The Germans have been 
forced to withdraw from the Albert 
Canal. 

The Canadians’ crossing of the 
Leopold Canal was made under 
heavy machine-gun and mortar fire 
from the Germans protecting. the 
rear of their shrinking bridgehead 
on the west bank of the Scheldt, 


Late messages last night reported 
that their bridgehead—300 yards 
wide and 1,000 deep—contracted 
during the day under the weight 
of two powerful German counter- 
attacks. 


These counter-attacks led to one 
of the toughest battles of recent 
weeks. The Canadians were faced 
by Germans using mortars and 
machine-guns in a manner femi- 
niscent of the drive to Falaise. 

Troops crossed the canal in 
assault boats and punts, and estab- 
lished. a bridgehead on the east 
bank. Then the Germans opened 
a concentrated artillery and mortar 
barrage. They launched two strong 
counter-attacks from north-east and 
south-east, and the Canadians, with 
their light weapons, were forced to 
give ground. 

While the Germans have been 
driven back from the Albert Canal, 
their rearguards north of Gheel are 
still fighting ferociously.

G.S.R. Stocks’ Report 
Will Soon Be Ready 


The final draft of the G.S.R. 
Stocks Tribunal’s report has now 
been approved, and the copy which 
is to be presented to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce is at 
the moment being prepared by a 
confidential typist. The work is 
likely to be completed by to-morrow 
or Monday, after which the report 
will be presented to the three 
members of the Tribunal for their 
signatures. Of a fairly compre- 
hensive nature, it is expected to 
extend to about seventy foolscap 
pages, and to be ready for handing 
to Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, towards 
the end of next week. 

The Tribunal, which consisted of 
Mr. Justice Overend, K.C.; Judge 
Cahir Davitt and Judge Barra 
O Briain, was appointed im 
December, 1943, and, between then 
and the middle of last June, held 
numerous sittings to investigate 
alleged improper speculation on the 
Dublin Stock Exchange.

RITISH, Indian and Canadian

A few hours before: Berlin hac 
admitted that Soviet tanks had 
crsahed into the streets of the 
suburb. Intense blows by the Red 
Air Force were reported as Marshal 
Rokossovsky made the final assault. 
Only the four Vistula bridges 
now separate the advancing 
Russians from the outnumbered 
patriots still fighting against heavy 
odds within the main part of the 
city on the west bank. Directly 
facing Praga is the “old town,” 
parts of which were captured by the 
Poles in the early stages of the 
insurrection. 

Marshal Rokossovsky’s troops 
first reached the Praga outskirts at 
the opening of August, but fresh 
Panzer divisions were raced to the 
threatened sector, and, in swaying 
battles, the Germans thrust the Red 
Army back to the north-east. For 
more than a month the Germans 
were counter-attacking. 

The capture of the important 
town of Novogrod, about ten miles 
west of Lomza, in Northern Poland, 
was reported in the Soviet com- 
muniqué, which also stated that in

Knowledge 'of the conditions 
under which apples store best. has 
been greatly extended in recent years 
by the work of Dr. F. Kidd and 
Dr. C, West in England. They have 
shc n_ that varieties differ ¢on- 
siderably in storage requirements. 
Thus Bramley’s Seedling keeps best 
at a temperature of 40 degrees F.

to 10 per cent. carbon dioxide and 
13 to 11 per cent. oxygen; that is to 
say, under conditions of low venti-

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FRANCE’S TRIALS 
NEAR END 


ENERAL DE GAULLE, ad- 

dressing a crowd of 30,000 from 
the balcony of the Town Hall at 
Lyons yesterday, said: “ This great 
city is to-day covered with wounds. 
We have all badly suffered—~you 
here, and-all of us—for the benefit 
of France, but the hope of all of us 
is that this suffering should not have 
been in vain. This time, at least, 
all the suffering, all the struggling, 
and the final victory must become 
ruit. 

“The hope of France is for a 
better future, but we know very well 
that it is not mere words that repair 
injustices, that words cannot take 
the place of deeds. We know that 
a great and hard national effort is 
needed—an effort of toil, purge and 
social justice, which we shall carry 
out, so that France shall reach that 
goal. We also know that this effort 
can only be carried out in full order, 
in the face of the enemy whom we 
are going to beat, and before the 
eyes of our Allies, who are watching 
us. We are going to show them 
how the French nation will retrieve 
itself, that the Republic is the only 
true order, and that the Government 
of the Republic is serving the 
country. 

“ Our trials, nore they are not 
yet over, are, I believe, nearin 
their end: But, whatever may stil 
be in store for us, we will carry 
on until that end is reached, so that 
on the last day a united France 
shall be able to say to her friends:
